At present we are spending $18,000 
par year moally for tilling mud holes 
and at the present Increase In ron.l 
truffle owing to the oil development In 
the county It will undoubtedly require 
iouhle this amount to keep the mud 
roads at all passable. Just count this 
up for yourself al this rale of wasting 
JJ.'. 000 each year on mud holes that is 
forever gone from us we would wasto 
enough money In 7 vents to pay off the 
$260 000 bond Issue. The only way to 
stop' thla waste Is to vote tor the bond 
issue and apend the muney In making 
permanent roods which will soon give 



8tate Engineers. 

Htate engineers supervise the work 
and check up the cstimatca and ac- 
counts to sec that no money Is wasted, 
stolen, squandered, or Inefficiently 
spent. Ixicatlon, drainage, material, 
contracts, and everything must he 
passed u|hiii by these engineers. These, 
with the Fiscal four! and the advisory 
Itoad Commissioners named above, 
should be sufficient to aatlsfy every- 
body that the money will he honestly 
and efficiently spent. 

Cost of Roads. 

The cost of hard roads Is one of tin. 
points most frequently discussed und 
Is one of the most vital points. There 
are many different kinds of aurfacea 
available, some of which are so ex- 
pensive as to he beyond consideration. 
What I^awrence county should do Is to 
build hard roads that will gut us out of 
| the mud and keep us out, but they 
need not be of the most expensive type 
known. t'slnn Stale aid money we 
shall Ik- forced to build roads that will 
come up to the standards of the State 
department, and that Is good enough. 
The la-st basis of cost we know of 
comes from a Uiwrcncc county engi- 
neer who has been employed for the 
last two or three years hy the State 
1 (loads department to supervise the 
, building of Inter county seal roads In 
the motinbiins of southeastern Ken- 
tucky. , 
His name Is .!. Itlrhard Johnson, son 
of Coorgo I". Johnson, deceased, who 
was county clerk of Lawrence countv 
for It years. When In Isiulsa a fewf 
months ago Mr. Johnson was asked 
about the probable cost of building 
approved rttale aid roads in Ijiwrcnc 
county and h« made an estimate of

fust, 310.00, without any national aid. 
would, under this estimate, build three 
of these roads to the" county line and 
the other one lo lllalne town. 



Then For the Finish. 

It Is the history of every county 
that built any considerable mileage of 
hard roods that the people find It easy 
to Mulsh the Job by extending the good 
system to all main roads In the county. 
This Is only the beginning of the 
Itreatest enterprise ever undertaken In 
l^iwrence. The Incrcuac In farm prod- 
ucts, poultry, and everything that goes 
to market Is so great that the In- 
creased wealth thus created takes care 
of tl nterprlse. The young men stay- 
on the farms when ihey have good 
roads over which they can go and come 
with speed and without drudgery, und 
when they can get their products to 
market easily ut any time. It la no 
wombr the best of the young men 
wade out of Isiwrence county under 
present conditions, say good-bye to 
home and loved ones, and scrape olT 
the mud of the old county forever. 

In addition to celling good roads for 
nothing, think whnt II will mean to the 
people In the county to have nearly or 
quite n million dollars spent In their 
mhlsl. Kvery cltlxon. Including the 
women and chldren, will gel some uf 
this money unless they are loo lur.y 
and shiftless to work or to have any- 
thing to aell. 



been paying nearly $3000 per year into 
the Htute road fund. Look al your 
tax receipt. It is shown aa a separate 
Item, livery dollar of this Is being 
used hy counties tliut are enterprising 
enough to build good roads. Thus we 
aro helping the counties that help 
themselves, but have so far failed to 
get into line for good roads und lo gel 
our money buck. 

We are dumping our road funds into 
bo] sleaa mud holes which return every 
time there Is a season of rain. It Is 
worse than waste. 

No set of county officials can take 
115,000 or 125,000 a year and convert 
the mud roads of Luwrence county 
Into good roads, or even maintain puss- 
able roads the year round. A large 
sum of money, suih us is now offered 
to us, is the only possible wuy to get 
good roads and stop the present waste. 

Now II Is Impossible to get to mar- 
ket except at certain times and then 
with only small loads drawn by horses 
or oxen. Kvcrybody comes at once at 
the favorable dry periods and the mar- 
kets arc glutted. 

Many of the best farmers are moving 
away to where there are koo.1 roads, 
or Into the towns with railroad faclll- 
I Ilea Voung men are refusing lo stay 
' In the county. They all say life Is too 
short to waste under such disadvan- 
tages and discomforts. When a county 
loses a good live citizen It sustains a 
real loss. After all, the citizenship Is 
what determines the standard of u 
I country. 

Answering the Objections. 

j Strange to say, there are a few peo 

'plo In the county fighting ibis great 
proposition. I'Yom some of them at 
least, there were grounds to expect u 
broader, more unselfish position. Hut 

I the real trouble Is apparent In each 

J case. 

Musi of them want the ^Irst road to 
pass alongside their farms. This is 
Impossible for everybody, and the only 
remedy is to help got the system of 
roads started and It will eventually 
reach Into all sect Itm't and benellt the 
entire population. If we refuse to start 
under the plun now offered there Is no 
chance to ever slurt. The bond Issue 
Is almost to the limit of present valua- 
tions and therefore no greater sum at 
one time can he raised. Under good 
business management It should cost no 
citizen any more to get these roads 
than to do without them. 

Some persons want lo start building 
at the couhty lines or near their homes 
along the route. That would be like 
hcftlnnlng to build a railroad at the 
far end of the route. Did you ever 
hear of such a foolish thing being at- 
temptbd? Itallrnads are bulll by busi- 
ness men. Uf what use would a little 
piece of hard road be with no connre- 
tion with any destination? The State 
can not give money on any such an Im- 
practical scheme. Under the Consti- 
tution, every county must have a coun- 
ty seat. These inter county seat roads 
must start from a county scat and 
follow a pracllral route leading to An- 
other county seat. The mile of road 
nearest the county seat Is used by more 
people than any other mile of road In 
l.iwicme roue.:-.', because almost >v- 
eryhody makes trips to the county seat 
In the course of a year. The ten miles 
nearest the county seat Is used more 
than any ten miles further away. The 
same holds true of any mileage consid- 
ered. These are cold facts which we 
aro forced to admit, regardless of any 
urKument to the contrary. « 

It Is Your County Seat. 

The county seat belongs to the peo- 
ple 61 the county. Hvery tax payer Is 
a par* owner. The county buildings 
are there, your courts meet there, your 
county officials ure required by luw 
to have their offices ut the county seat. 
No Bridge. 

If anybody tells you a bridge must 
be built across the river at Ixiulsa, 
they are trying to deceive you. There 
is already a bridge there, and the 
county owns a line bridge less than 
three miles up the Levlsa fork. In line 
for the Martin county road. This Is 
the railroad bridge the C. A O. railway 
p-actlcally gave to tho county when It 
bulll a new bridge J'jst a short distance 
away. 



The Last Chance. 

This Is the greatest opportunity ever 
offered to the people of Lawrence 
couniv and It Is predicted hy some of 
the best business men that If the peo- 
ple do not take advantage of It, this 
will be the end of tho good roads move- 
ment in i in- county during the present 
generation. At* It Is Impossible to get 
up a better one there would be no use 
In wasting time on another election. 

.To refuse It would be the same as 
refusing a gift of a good roads system 
and ne&rly a million dollars spent In 
our midst. 

Lawrence Is ihe only county In tlje 
Big Sandy valley that has not yet 
voted a bond Issue to get the State aid 
money. v It would be a disgrace for us 
to break this excellent record. 



The Kentucky Statutes of 1918, page 
857. says: 

"In counties having an assessed 
valuation of $5,000,000 and less 
than $6,000,000, seventy per cent 
shall be paid out of the 8tste roads 
fund and the remainder shall be 
paid by the county." 
Lawrence county's assessed valua- ' 
Hon Is $5,627,365. 

A bond Issue Is not what it used to 
be. No state or national gifts were 
offered until recently. No supervision 
of the work by state engineers was 
pnsHlble In the old days. Now the 
roads are built thut way and thore Is 
no chance to squander the money thru , 
Incompetence or Ignorance.

Kor many, many years one of the 
favorite schemes of cheap and Un- 
scrupulous politicians In Lawrence 
county has been to stir up strife and 
n em. lice in the country against the 
town.

There are some people of both 
kinds living In the town and a'so In 
the country. It la time to quit talking 
such foolishness. 

The largest store In Louisa Is owned 
by a man who moved to Louisa from 
the country two years ago. He has 
already been elected a member of the 
City Council. $0 per cent of the mer- 



chants !n Louis-i are men from the 
country. We have one Jew merchant 
who was bo: n in Poland, Kussla. 
and if lie had been permitted to choose 
the place to be lairn it would have been 
Prosperity, Lawrence county, Ky„ 

; where he started In business. Our 
doctors and lawyers are nearly all 

[oountry men and they are not ashamed 

| of the fact. 

j Nobody in Louisa is stealing any- 

• off of the county. Most of the 

people living here are working more 
than eight hours a day to make a liv- 
ing, some of them averaging nearer 
12 hours. 

A "town clique" Is Impossible. There 
are factions always working against 
each other In Louisa, he It admitted to 
the discredit of the town. But this it 
said to be true of every small town 
Kor this reason if for no other the town 
clique ghost Is one of the sickliest 
Jokes In captivity. 

Pays Nearly One Fifth. 

Louisa is not solid for the county 
bond Issue. Some town people will vote 
ugulnst It because Louisa pays nearly 
ODO-ftfth of the road taxes and all 
other taxes of the entire county. They 
are afraid hard roads will cost them 
more thun the present taxes they are 
paying, and will not take any chances. 
They say they do not use the country 
roads and that Louisa has already 
voted to bond itself for $150,000 to pave 
Ihe streets and that Is all they are in- 
terested in. Of course this is a selfish 
position, hut it seems Impossible to 
get everybody to take a liberal view. 

Also, they call attention to the fact 
that Wayne county, W. Vu., Is now 
letting the contract for a hard road 
from fort Clay, tjusl across the river 
Irom Louisa) to Kcnova and that they 
can use that road to get out of Louisa. 
It will be built In 1920. 

If the bond issue carries, the country 
vote must do It. The town has a num- 
ber of public spirited men who will 
vote for It, hut Just how many Is un- 
certain. 

The writer of tills Is first an Amer- 
ican, next a Kentucklan. then a citi- 
zen of Lawrence county: and last and 
least a resident of Louisa. He has 
lived here a good many years and has 
never found any prejudice against 
country people. The town and country' 
people ought to have a true brotherly 
feeling. Their interests Ure the same 
and if they would all pull together our 
county would prosper and be an Ideal 
place to live. This Is the finest oppor- 
tunity to start we ever had. Vote for

County Court begun and held at the 
Court Houso in Louisa, Lawrence 
County, Kentucky, on the 30th day of 
October, IS19, with Hon. Blllle Riffe, 
regular Judge, presiding. 

Upon this day came 150 and more, 
legal voters ami free holders' and res- 
idents of Lawrence county, Ky., and 
filed with the Judge of the Lawrence 
County Court. HUlle Riffe, the follow- 
ing petition: — 

To tho Honorable Judge of the Law- 
rence County Court: We the under- 
signed legal uoters, free holders and 
residents of I*awrence county. Ken-, 
tflkiky; do hereby respectfully request 
that you order a special election in 
said county on Saturday. December 20. 
1919. for the purpose of voting upon 
the question whether Of not the Fiscal 
Court of Lawrence county. Ky., shall 
Issue bonds to the amount of Two 
Hundred and Klfty Thousand Hollars 
for the specific purpose of construct- 
ng four Inter-county seat Vard or 
paved roads, each of said roads^^have 
the same annual mileage of construc- 
tion,- until complete to their destina- 
tions, the location and the route of 
each of said four roads to be as fol- 
lows: 

One road from LoulBa up the Point, 
the most direct and practical route to 
the Martin county line. 

One road up Lick crock and across 
the Patrick Gap, to the Levlsa river 
road and up the Levlsa river road to 
Georges creek, thence the most direct 
and practical route to the Johnson 
county line. 

One road from Louisa to the Mor- 
gan county line by way of Blaine. 

One road from • Louisa, the most 
practical route to the Riffe cross roads 
on lOast Pork by way of Miller Branch, 
thence to the Boyd county line. 

Whereupon and pursuant to the tiling 
of the above said petition It is ondered 
that an election be held In Lawrence 
county. Kentucky on Saturday, De- 
cember 20, 1919, upon the question: 
Are you in favor of issuing $250,000 
In Bonds for the purpose of building 
roads and bridges?" it Is therefore 
ordered by the court that Win. Taylor, 
Sheriff of Lawrence county, advertise 
said election and the object therefor 
for at least thirty days next before the 
day thereof In some newspaper having 
the largest circulation In the county 
and also by printed hand bills posted 
up at not less than four public places 
In each voting precinct In the county 
and at the Court House door.

FORMER SOLDIER 
WRITES IN FAVOR 
OF GOOD ROADS 



Zelda, Ky., Nov. 2S, 1»19. 
Kdltor Big Sandy News : 

If you will donate me a small apace 
in the columns of your valuable paper 
t would offer for your approval an 
opinion In connection with good roada 
III Lawrence county. Inasmuch as I 
am one of this county's products .t Is 
inly natural to assume that I have the 
interests of Its good people at heart. 

To say that we have good roads 
would bo prevaricating, to Bay that we 
have good "trails" would be a very fair 
statement. I have traveled the roads 
of the heathen Chinese, of Ihe Japan- 
ess. of the Hawaiian and the roads of 
the savage Phllipplno and in none of 
these countries have I seen roods as 
had as are to be found In Lawrence 
county. 

The trails of the Philippines are 
usually traversed by two wheel carts 
drawn hy the caribou or water buffalo 
In the mountainous regions the natives 
carry their burdens upon their heads 
as a method of transportation. This 
system is quite commonplace with the 
Phllipplno. Will it eventually ho com- 
monplace with ua? 

On Sunday morning, May 1, 18J8. 
Admiral George Dewey sailed Into 
Manila Buy and attacked and destroyed 
the Spanish lleet thereby winning for 
America one of Its greatest naval vic- 
tories. At the conclusion of peace with 
Spain we paid to the Spanish govern- 
ment $20,000,000 for the Philippines 
and have since that time spent millions 
of dollars In educating and civilizing 
ItB people. But let me suggest that 
Inasmuch as the Phllipplno is only 
learning to bo human, there Is an ex- 
cuse for his shortcomings, but there la 
ho excuse for us unless we have de- 
teriorated to the class and type of 
man on whom we are spending mill- 
ions to educate. Possibly we are af- 
flicted with "money hydrophobia" since 
the disease is said to be contagious and 
we haven't the time to think or bother 
about a small Item as building or re- 
pairing our rouds. However, be that 
as it may, let me suggest that It is time 
we were doing things on the road 
•ueatlon or like unto the Phllipplno we 
will be carrying our burdens upon our 
heada. since our "trails" will no longer 
lie accessible to vehicles. 

It has been suggested at this writing 
that twenty years ago we were paying 
approximately $2,000,000 taxation per 
annum and at this time arc paying 
about $5,000,000. Twenty years ago we 
had very good roads in this county, 
but how about today? The half-clv- 
Ilixed Phllipplno would do better, moat 
assuredly he would want to know what 
was being done with his money. 

Wherein then does the trouble He? 
The only county official that we hap- 
pen to see In this end of the county la 
the Sheriff collecting tnxeB. Possibly 
It's a case of "taxation without repre- 
sentation." It seems that the man who 
put "pep" In pepper is very badly 
needed in the good old county of Lmw 
rence and the good citizens who pay 
this enormous taxation should get on 
the job and do a little house cleaning 
on their own account.
